DEBASING THE IMAGE OF GOD WITHIN HUMANITY: 
Some general manifestations of the assault upon 
Human Dignity as seen in today's fallen world

I. Nonchalance with regard to the rule of law and a failure 
to punish the guilty (Gen. 9:6, Num. 35:30-31), along with 
a general lack of concern for the appropriate and 
proportional punishment of serious offenders (Deut. 25:2- 
3, Lev. 24:19-20). 


ll. Favoritism, or Partiality: the lives of some are deemed 
to be intrinsically more valuable than others, based upon 
such distinctions as wealth, social class or station, race, 
ethnicity, national identity, and gender (cf., Lev 19:15, 
24:22; Prov 22:2; Ps. 82:3-4; Isa. 1:17; James 2:1-9; 1 Cor. 
11:22; Acts 10:34-35; Gal. 3:28). 


lll. The destruction and abuse of the weak, the powerless, 
the disadvantaged, the elderly, and the innocent: e.g., the 
crimes of abortion, infanticide, euthanasia (Prov. 6:17, 24:11; 
2 Kings 24:3-4). 


IV. Oppression, tyranny, and human exploitation (Ex. 
3:7-9, Eccl. 4:1, 1 Sam. 8:10-18), as well as the violation of 
human conscience—particularly with regard to the 
expression of man’s spiritual life (Dan. 4 & 6; Matt. 22:21). 


V. The blurring of the fundamental distinctions between 
men & beasts (Gen. 1:28, 9:2-3; Lev. 24:21; 1 Cor. 15:39)— 
as seen with radical ecologists and some animal rights 
activists—as well as being witnessed within various 
Darwinian-based ideologies and heathen religious systems. 


VI. General violence (Gen. 6:11, 13; Ex. 20:13; Ps. 11:5), 
and the physical & mental abuse of women and children 
(Col. 3:19, 21; Eph. 6:4; 1 Pet. 3:7).
